language. To this he willingly assented, and 
tbe court was declared open*

calm, almost seraphic look of him whom he 
had stricken. 

The liial now proceeded in the most solemn 
manner, Evidence of the crime was adduced, 
and the deed clearly brought home to the ac- 
cused.

Four men now approached and lifted up the 
corps.

Among 
others, we learn that about 40 French sailors, 
including two officers, having been cast ashore 
and made prisoner* by tho Russians, were 
left undor tho guard of a strong picket of 
Cossosks.
